V "TE have taken Lieutenant General Hamilton, and do believe that the Earl of Carling ford and 
Lord Dungen are killed ;* We have taken 8 or 9 of the Enernies great Guns, 5or 6000 
of their Arms, . © or 80 Wagons, beſides great ſtore of Tents and Baggage, ſome Plate,&c. Near 
this place was the greateſt ſiruggle, and the greateſt number,of Arms takeny- thoſe of 2 Regiments 
being found here laid down in perfea Order. Their Horſe made a good retreat, coriducted by 
the Count de Layzun. The King was in the Head of all this Action, * purſuing the &nemy from 
. Bill ro Hill for, 7 Miles about, and came not hither-ti|l about 10 at Night. His Majeſty has 
given Orders for ſparing all that ay down their Arms, and juſt now a Scotch Soldier is to. be 
hanged in the face of the Army, for killing 7 poor Wretches that were not able to eſcape out of Ardee. 
We have taken ſome inferior Officers, and. killed others, but have loſt the Duke of Schomberg, 
who was i}ain yeſterday about Noon. Thirty of the Dutch Regiment of; Foot Guards having 
palled the Byyne.at the Ford, about a Vile above. Tredagh,. His Grace rode after them with a ſmall 
attendance the'Regiments of Cambon and Hanmer with ſome other- followed him. The Duke 
had not above 300 behind him when firſt the. Enetnics Horſe made a deſperate charge, in which he 
reccived two, Cuts. in the Forehead, but not. very conſiderable, The French betind him firin 
very fiercely, it.is thought hereceived from one of them'the wound of which he died.
